LAWS OF NEW YORK.-Bj Authority. 
[Every law, unless a different time shall bt pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and tak» effect 
throughout tha State, ou and not before the twen­ 
tieth day after the day of its final passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Kevised Statutes.] 
CHAP. 240. 
AN ACT to further amend an act, passed April 
twentieth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, en­ 
titled “ An act supplementary to the act entitled 
‘ An act to authorize the formation of railroad 
corporations, and to regulate the same.’” passed 
April second, eighteen hundred and fifty. 
P assed April 23,1874; three-fifths being present. 
The People of the. State of Xew York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows; 
Section 1. Section five of chapter six hundred 
aud ninety-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six, entitled •• An act supplementary to 
the act entitled “ An aot to authorize the forma­ 
tion of railroad corporations, and to regulate the 
same,’ ” passed April second, eighteen hundred and 
fifty, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
} 5. The continuance of any railroad corporation 
now existing, or hereafter to be termed under the 
laws of this State, may be extended beyond the 
time named for that purpose in its act or acts of 
incorporation, or to the articles of association of 
such corporation, by the filing in the office of the 
Secretaryfof State a certificate of consent to such 
extension, signed by the holders of two-thirds in 
amount of the stock held by the stockholders of 
such corporation, and in every case where such 
consent has been or shall t>e so filed, the term of 
existence of suoh corporation is hereby extended 
aud declared to be extended for the period desig­ 
nated in such certificate, and each such corpora­ 
tion shall, during the period named in Buch cer­ 
tificate, possess and enjoy all the fights, privileges 
and franchises enjoyed or exercised by such cor­ 
poration at the time such certificate was or shall 
bo fllod. Each such certificate shall be proved or 
acknowledged by the individuals signing the same 
before some officer authorized by law to take ac­ 
knowledgments of deeds, and whenever such stock 
shall be owned or held by arms or copartnerships 
the execution of such certificate shail bo acknowl­ 
edged by one or more of such copartners ; and it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of state to record 
such certificate in the book kept in his office for the 
record of articles of association or railroad com­ 
panies. A copy of such certificate and of the ac­ 
knowledgment thereof, certified by the Secretary of 
State, Bhall be presumptive evidence of the truth 
of the facts therein stated.

Mr. SCOTT presented a resolution of tho 
Pennsylvania Legislature instructing the Sen­ 
ators abd Representatives in Congress from 
that state to ojqmsc any cancellation of con­ 
tracts entered into Ivy the Postmaster General 
forcarrying mail to China and Japan, *if It be 
shown that there had been due diligence used 
iu the construction of the required ships.

lengthy preamble 
to Hie resolution recites 
that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company were 
the lowest accounted bidders, and that com­ 
pany proceeded to have vessels built in good 
faith, meanwhile performing the desired ser­ 
vice in other vessels. 
Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on. Appropriations. 
Mr. FENTON introduced a bill to establish 
the compensation of certain customs officers, 
to regulate the service in collection of cus­ 
toms at various |)orts in tho United States and 
tho disposition of fines, penalties aud forfeit­ 
ures incurred under the laws relating to cus­ 
toms, which was referred to tho Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Fenton's bill to establish the compensation 
of customs officers, etq,, provide* that instead 
of salaries, moieties ami perquisites of what­ 
ever description now received by customs offi­ 
cers there shall lie paid to them specified 
annual salaries, which the Iliff prescribes in 
detail. 
Among them are the following: 
Col­ 
lector at New York, $15,000; Collectors at 
Boston and San Francisco, $10,000; Collec­ 
tors at Portland, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
New Orleans, $8,000; Collector at Chicago 
and Surveyors of Customs at 4k. Louis and 
Cincinnati, each $6,000; Naval Officer and 
Surveyor of New York, each $10,000; Naval 
Officers ami Surveyors of Boston and San 
Francisco, $5,000, and at Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more and New Orleans, $1,000 each.. All 
other Naval Officers are to be abolished.

bill also contain* many provisions taken from 
Fenton’s previous bill on the same subject. 
Mr. FENTON presented a memorial of the 
white settlers on the Allegheny Indian reser­ 
vation of New York asking legislation to de-’ 
floe their position on said reservation.

Deeming the advice good and the 
inducement sufficient, White stopped not to 
debate it, but vanished at once.

We arc ashamed to say that to White’s dis­ 
credit as a man of subtle intellect he fell into 
this transparent trap—went to Hartford, was 
arrested.in a minute and ingloriously carted 
oil to the distant wilderness of New Jersey and 
there snugly lodged in jail. Now, so far as 
White is concerned in his capacity as an evil­ 
doer, he deserved all the trouble which came 
upon him; but as to the manner of his arrest, 
we have a feeling of unspeakable contempt 
for it and for those who accomplished it by 
such means. Tho biggest kind of a lie was 
employed officially to assist in the punishment 
of another sort of offence; that is the state 
violates one commandment and commits 
detestable sin in order that it might finally 
be able to show- its aversion to anoth­ 
er form of sin. 
Bah! we don’t believe 
the escapo from justice of an. undoubted big­ 
amist is any worse or inore damaging to tho 
cause of righteousness as it inheres in human 
law, than the perpetration of a moral swindle 
and fraud witli the avowed purpose of exem­ 
plifying the popular sense of marital purity 
White is a wretch and has fairly earned the 
penalty attached to ilia deeds, but allow us to 
mention that those Connecticut officials by 
their fashion of getting hold of White degrad 
ed the law they were created to magnify. 
A fact worth notice is that by far the great 
er amount of suffering calling for public char 
ity uow has been caused by flood—not fire, nor 
disease. Advices from Louisiana are to the 
effect that unless the relief fund for the inun 
dated portion of that state is not speedily in 
creased to $1,000,000 thousands must perish 
of famine.

Perhaps something like it will hap 
pen again soon. Anyhow, wouldn’t it be 
good thing for the temperance folks to relax 
their efforts, in hope of it? It would be_ 
triumph of teetotali3in unparalleled since the 
ark lauded on Ararat. 
The London correspondent of the Tribune 
in speaking of the Jato revival oí interest in 
the arbitration business in England, annex-es 
an extract from the report of Baron Ilubner 
upon the impressions of the “ great republic 
iu the United States respecting the same mat 
ter. The Baron proceeds to say: “ Accord 
ing to the sense of tho great republic, the Con 
vention of Washington is, on the part of the 
English government, an act of deference, the 
acknowledgement of the superiority of the 
forces of tho United States. England has 
submitted, she lias capitulated. Neither more 
nor less. 
If this erroneous interpretation 
spreads itself in the Union, and takes root in 
tlie convictions of the masses, the conciliatory 
dispositions which animated tlie British nego­ 
tiators are evidently ill understood, and the 
treaty, while removing existing difficulties, 
will have prepared men’s minds for future 
complications.” A word about that “ erro 
neous interpretation;” it is that this nation, 
in tho opinion of Baron Ilubner, thinks that 
the English are cowards. We don’t think so 
aud should be immeasurable fools if we did 
John Bull may be guilty of many a scurvy 
thing and has often abused I113 vast strength 
to oppress tlie weak and rob tlie helpless, but 
lie is not open to the charge of cowardice, 
\\ lien We gave up Slidell and Mason upou the 
demand of that same England, it was not be­ 
cause we were a nation of white-livered pol­ 
troons, but for tho reason that we could not 
afford to fight when we were manifestly in the 
wrong. Nothing under the blue heaven is 
more silly and unnecessary- to-day than rais­ 
ing the old question of tlie comparative pluck 
ine33 of our cousiii3 and ourselves. The eour 
age of both is sufficiently demonstrated, if it 
e\ ut can be, and if Lord John Iiussell is spoil­ 
ing for a fight let him pitch into Disraeli.

And then, how came the gold coin3 to be in 
the log? honest people don't usually deposit 
their loose change in such places. More than 
likely the money represented a iraud or a mur­ 
der, which, according to the theory of the lit­ 
tle story we quote, must have been providen­ 
tially committed iu order that tlie lo" seller’s 
“ honesty ” might be duly paid for. This 
strikes us very much as certain lectures to the 
students of a particular school U3ed to do 
wherein the learned and pious guardian of our 
juveullo morals was wont to say, “ Berelic, 
ions, boys; be religious, for there’s money fn 
it.” We know bow true to wbat is lowest and 
meanest in human nature the hollow log the­ 
ory of honesty is, but we look upon it merely 
as rascality turned wrong side out.

UNIT ED STATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
W ashington, May 21. 
Mr. SCOTT presented a resolution of tho 
Pennsylvania Legislature instructing the Sen­ 
ators aftd Representatives in Congress from 
that state to oppose any cancellation of con­ 
tracts entered into by the Postmaster General 
forcarrying mail to China and Japan, *ifll be 
shown that there had been due diligence used 
in the construction of the required ship3. 
A 
lengthy preamble to the resolution recites 
that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company were 
the lowest accounted bidders, and that com­ 
pany proceeded to have vessels built in good 
faith, meanwhile performing the desired ser­ 
vice in other vessels. Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on. Appropriations. 
Mr. FENTON introduced a bill to establish 
the compensation- of certain customs officers, 
to regulate the service iu collection of cus­ 
toms at various ports in the United States and 
the disposition of fines, penalties aud forfeit­ 
ures incurred under the laws relating to cus­ 
toms, which was referred to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Fenton’s bill to establish the compensation 
of customs officers, etq,, provides tliat instead 
of salaries, moieties and perquisites of what 
ever description now received by customs offi­ 
cers there shall be paid to them specified 
annual salaries, which the bill prescribes in 
detail. Among them are the following: Col­ 
lector at New York, $15,000; Collectors at 
Boston and San Francisco, $10,000; Collec­ 
tors at Portland, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
New Orleans, $8,000; Collector at Chicago 
and Surveyors of Customs at St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, each $6,000; Naval Officer and 
Surveyor of New York, each $10,000; Naval 
Officers and Surveyors of Boston and San 
Francisco, $5,000, and at Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more,qnd New Orleans, $4,000 each.. All 
other Naval Officers are to be abolished. The 
bill also contains many provisions taken from 
Fenton’s previous bill on the same subject. 
Mr. FENTON presented a memorial of the 
wliite settlers on tlie Allegheny Indian reser­ 
vation of New York asking legislation to do-'* 
tine their position on said reservation. De­ 
ferred to the Committee 011 Indian Affairs. 
The Senate then resumed the consideration 
of the civil rights bill. 
Mr. JOHNSTON of Virginia, spoke in op­ 
position thereto, and agreed that in liis state 
the colored people wero now kindly treated 
and lmd equal rights underthe law.’ Any at­ 
tempt to bring about a social equality would 
only increase the prejudice. 
Mr: MORTON spoke in reply to the argu­ 
ment of Mr. Thurman yesterday. Ho con­ 
tended that the bill was constitutional and 
that Congress had full power to enforce the 
provisions of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution by appropriate legislation. The 
great object of the fourteenth amendment was 
for the purpose of establishing tho equality of 
races. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN gave notice that 
to-morrow he would ask tlie Senate to remain 
in session and finish the bill. 
The post office and pension appropriation 
bills were received from the House and re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Appropriations. 
The Senate at 4:15 proceeded to executive 
business and soon adjourned.

Th-' Common Council of the City of Kingston, ilo 
ordain as foliowtt; 
Section 1. The first section of the ordinance 
of tlie City of Kingston entitled “ An Ordinance to 
regulate by license the exhibitions of circuses and 
other shows or entertainments,” passed by the 
Common Council of said City, June 17, 1S72, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
“ Section 1. No exhibition of anv circus, cara 
van or menagerie, theatre, curiosities, tricks of 
legerdemain, or other shows or entertainments 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be permitted In said 
city, unless the person or persons intending to 
make such exhibition shall first obtain a permit in 
writing from the Mayor for each separate exUi 
bition -or performance; for which permit the fol­ 
lowing sums respectively shall be paid for each 
separate exhibition or performance, viz:

mendation signed by Henry C. Van Aken, Re­ 
cording Scribe of Minnehaha Division. It also 
appeared that he had secured the endorse­ 
ment of the Grand Scribe by documents bear­ 
ing the seal of the Roudout Division. 
The 
Minnehaha representatives were vary much 
surprised, as none of them had ever heard of 
a Henry Compton. 
Inquiries were immediately set on foot, and 
It soon came to light that Henry Compton, 
whoever that might be, had also operated in 
Rondout, securing money by telling a pitiful 
story of destitution. 
On Friday night last 
the m atter was brought before the Division, 
and the Recording, Scribe was closely ques­ 
tioned, but denied any knowdedge of the m at­ 
ter, arid resigned his office with considerable 
show of Indignation. 
A committee of five 
was appointed to investigate the matter. This 
committee hod not mot, but on Wednesday a 
portion of them were callet] together in con­ 
sequence of the arrival in town of the gentle­ 
man of New Hamburgh who had first made 
inquiry {about the m atter. 
The Recording 
Scribe was invited into Mr. Adams’ office to 
meet tho committee, and while they wert in 
session tho New Hamburgh gentleman was 
introduced. 
Ho immediately recognized Von 
Aken, and addressed bim as Henry Compton, 
but tho New Hamburgh man persisted in the 
statement that ha was the man who had so­ 
licited alms from him. 
lie then went on to 
state the style in which lie had been victim­ 
ized, from which it appears to have been one 
of the deepest laid plans and most cunningly 
executed ever concocted in this city. 
Yan Aken’s middle name is Compton, aud 
assuming this as his full name he wrote out a 
certificate of character for Henry Compton, 
signing his own namo to the'pnper as Record­ 
ing Scribe, and affixing ,tho seal of the Divi­ 
sion. 
After applying to tho Grand Scribe that 
gentleman immediately wrote to Rondout in­ 
quiring as lo the authenticity of the recommen­ 
dation and the needs and character of Comp­ 
ton. Van Aken received the letter,and at once 
replied as Recording Scribe that Compton was 
a very w orthy man aud needed help, and of 
course the Grand Scribe thought everything 
was all right. 


The principal field of operations seems to 
have been New Hamburgh. 
Here he nt one* 
introduced himself to the principal members 
of the temperance organization. 
He req>re- 
s ’lited himself and family as in great destitu­ 
tion, aud that lie had long been a burden 
u]K>u the members of Minnehaha Division, 
who had helped him nil they could atlord to, j 
so lie was now obliged to apical to others. 
lie had one arni tied up, and claimed to have 
suffered injury from a blast. 
He further rep­ 
resented himself to be a deaf mute, and made 
all his statem ents and answered all inquiries 
upon a slate, 
lie seems to have acted his 
part to perfection, us the New flanaburgh gen­ 
tleman tested him In every manner possible, 
but could not surprise him into th* least man­ 
ifestation of hearing anything. 
Ile made sud­ 
den and strange noises out of his sight, but 
he gave no more indication of hearing than a 
post, and other devices were equally defective, 
so that the gentleman was perfectly satisfied 
he was what he seemed, and took him tu the 
temperance division, where he plead his cause 
aud the members present gave him $22, this 
gentleman giving him $3. 
Afterwards he 
tcok Van Aken, alias Compton, to his home, 
where he introduced him to his wife, kept him 
all night, and gave him sapper and breakfast. 
Van Aken kept up his part so well as to pre­ 
tend Ii* couldn’t cut his m eat, so the gentle­ 
man cut it for bim, and it is the recollection 
of this that makes him most angry at the de­ 
ception practiced upon him. 
Van Aken at first made a .fiat-footed aud 
square deuial to all Hies* statements, hut fi­ 
nally made a clean breast of the [whole trans­ 
action and told 
of other operations, from 
which it appeared lie had succeeded [in ob. 
tailing about f 75 from different persons. 
Ile 
'ave as an excuse that he was in very desti­ 
tute circumstances. 
In addition to his operations at N«\v Ham­ 
burgh he also visited New Yolk city aud 
Montgomery in Orange connty. 
Van Aken 
has heretofore borne a good reputation, 
ii* 
was known to be poor, but nobody supposed 
he was in destitute circumstances. 
Of course this created the greatest excite­ 
ment among the Sons of Temperance, who 
were much mortified and chagrined that their 
confidence had been thus trifled with. 
It is 
not known what slops will be taken about the 
matter, but it is quite certain that Minnehaha 
Division will repay to each contributor all the 
funds Van Aken has collected under his as­ 
sumed name and by using his official connec­ 
tion with the order.

A N O V EL. C A S E O F F R A U D . 


A 'H o n d o u t V o un g: U lan Person ate» a 
D e a f m ute. 
A novel case of fraud cam» out last week, 
the villainy being indirectly brought to light 
by tho meeting of the Grand Division of the 
Sons of Temperance in this city. 
Minnehaha 
Division had several representatives in at­ 
tendance upon the session, and during it were 
questioned_by some representatives as to a 
certain Henry[Compton. 
From the conversa­ 
ban of these delegates it appeared that a per­ 
son by[thatjiame ha<l been traveling in some 
of the adjoining counties and In New York 
city, and had presented a letter of recom­ 
mendation signed by Henry C. Van Aken,Re­ 
cording Scribe of Minnehaha Division. It also 
appeared that he had secured the endorse­ 
ment of the Grand Scribe by documents bear­ 
ing the seal of the Rondout Division. 
The 
Minnehaha representatives were very much 
surprised, as none of them had ever heard of 
a Henry Compton. 
Inquiries were immediately set on foot, and 
It soon came to light that Henry Compton, 
whoever that might be, bad also operated in 
Rondout, securing money by telling a pitiful 
story of destitution. 
On Friday night last 
the matter was brought before the Division, 
and the Recording; Scribe was closely ques­ 
tioned, but denied any knowledge of the mat­ 
ter, and resigned his office with considerable 
show of Indignation. 
A committee of five 
was appointed to investigate the matter. This 
committee hod not met, but on Wednesday a 
portion of them were called together in con­ 
sequence of the arrival in town of the gentle­ 
man of New Hamburgh who had first made 
inquiry [about the matter. 
The Recording 
Scribe was invited into Mr. Adams’ office to 
meet the committee, and while they were in 
session the New Hamburgh gentleman was 
introduced. 
He immediately recognized Van 
Aken, and addressed him as Henry Compton, 
but the New Hamburgh man persisted in the 
statement that he was the man who had so­ 
licited alms from him. 
He then went on to 
state the style in which he had been victim­ 
ized, from which it appears to have been one 
of the deepest laid plans and most cunningly 
executed ever concocted in this city. 
Yan Aken’s middle name is Compton, and 
assuming this as his full name he wrote out a 
certificate of character for Henry Compton, 
signing his own name to the [paper as Record- 
ng Scribe, and affixing .the seal of the Divi­ 
sion. 
After applying to tho Grand Scribe that 
entleman immediately wrote to Rondout in­ 
quiring as^o the authenticity of the recommen- 
dation and the need3 and character of Comp­ 
ton. Van Aken received the letter,and at once 
replied as Recording Scribe that Compton was 
a very worthy man and needed help, and of 
course the Graud Scribe thought everything 
was all right. 
The principal field of operations seems to 
have been New Hamburgh. 
Here he at once 
introduced himself to the principal members 
of the temperance organization. 
He repre- 
S3nted himself and family as in great destitu­ 
tion, and that he had long been a burden 
upon the members of Minnehaha Division, 
who had helped him all they could afford to, 
so lie was now obliged to appeal to others. 
He had one arm tied up, and claimed to have 
suffered injury from a blast. 
He further rep­ 
resented himself to be a deaf mute, and made 
all his statements and answered all inquiries 
upon a slate, 
lie seems to have acted his 
part to perfection, as the New Hamburgh gen­ 
tleman tested him in every manner possible, 
but could not surprise him into the least man­ 
ifestation of hearing anything. 
He made sud­ 
den and strange noises out of his sight, but 
he gave no more indication of hearing than a 
post, and other devices were equally defective, 
so that the gentleman was perfectly satisfied 
he was what he seemed, and toot: him to the 
temperance division, where he plead his cause 
and the members present gave him $22, this 
gentleman giving him $5. 
Afterwards he 
tcok Van Aken, alias Compton, to his home, 
where heiulroduced him to his wife, kept him 
all night, and gave him sapper and breakfast. 
Van Aken kept up his part »o well as to pre­ 
tend he couldn’t cut his meat, so the gentle­ 
man cut it for him, and it is the recollection 
of this that makes him most angry at the de­ 
ception practiced upon him. 
Van Aken at first made a [flat-footed and 
square denial to all these statements, but fi­ 
nally made a clean breast of the [whole trans­ 
action and told 
of other operations, from 
which it appeared he had succeeded [in ob. 
taiuing about $75 from different persons. He 
gave as an excuse that he was in very desti­ 
tute circumstances. 
In addition to bi3 operations at New Ham 
burgh he also visited New York city and 
Montgomery in Orange count}-. 
Van Aken 
has heretofore borne a good reputation. 
He 
was known to be poor, but nobody supposed 
he was in destitute circumstances. 
Of course this created the greatest excite­ 
ment among the Sous of Temperance, who 
were much mortified and chagrined that their 
confidence liad been thus trifled with. 
It is 
not known what stops will be taken about the 
matter, but it is quite certain that Minnehaha 
Division will repay to each contributor all the 
funds Van Aken has collected under his as 
sumcd name and by using his official connec­ 
tion witli the order.
